He becometh moderate she be- 
cometh couragious he becometh prudent, and by athoujand proofs that be foeweth of his virtue, he pro- 
duceth a thoufand Witneffes of the defire that he bath to poffe(s this Glory. By this defire all men bend 
the inclinations they receive from their Birth, towards Virtte. By this delire fome have attained the Title of Valiant; 
others of great Politicians. Many have embraced Learning and according to the excellent motions of their mind, fomée 
have been praifed for their Piety, and others have carried away the glory of baving attained to the perfettion of that 
which they have undertaken, and to be an Example to all thofe that love the Reputation of their Countrey, as much as they 
do their own.

Monfieur de Maticlerc retired bim/elf homes where following the ins 
clination of bis Genius, he made this Work s which as become no le[s glorious for the French, thar itis for the Author 
hinfelf. ‘The matter hereof bath been handled by divers flrangers : Buthehath waderftood it as mell astheys and al- 
though they have preceded him in the publifbing of their Meditations, they have no further advantage of him than te 
time only, He bath made fuch Obfervations therein, which are as fomany Rules, and {uch IMuftrations as ought to 
pafs for folid inftruftions and throughout all, the ordering ts foadmirable, it compelleth us to believe he did not réduce 
at into the eftate in which it ts, but in a long time, and very curious inquiry. Elis death was the caufe that this Work, 
hath not feenthe light fooner, But now it is refloved to France,after half an Age [ince he was taken fromits, It is the 
whole Body of Architeéture s itu @ perfett Treatife of that Art, which enableth Marble and Stone to become the delights 
of men, mbich maketh them the Glory of Palaces, the Ornaments of Churches, and the moft durable Monuments which 
the ambition of men could ever find out to make their Riches and Power recommendable to Poftertty. It hath alwayes 
been {ocfteemed » it hath, as tt were, become familiar inthe Courts of Kings and Princes: And for the Credit it hath got 
among magnificent Rich Ones, it maketh us (till to report of their Virtuous Inclination, as well as of their great Fortunes, 
The People that firft perfectly poffelffed it, are the firfalfo that acquired Elegancy of Behaviour, and thé perfettion of 
Sciences. From the Greeks it paffed to the Romans: And although the great underftandiig of this latter People 
couldhave invented fome things new, yet they alwayes conformed themjelves to the Rules which the firft delivered concern 
ing this Art, They alfo added thereto worthy A ugmenitations > and both the one andthe other have received the Glory of 
that whereof they were the Authors, The Grecians Province.called Doris, gaveits name to the Dorick Column 5 the 
Tonick is fo called of onia, which isa part of Greece: andthe famous Cety of Corinth hath encieafed much its Re+ 
nown,by having invented the Corinthian Column, The Romans named the Tufcan Column, which they found out : and 
the Compofite a @ fort of Column that receiveth all the Beauty and Ornaments of the other within its body. . Laftly, 
Buery Nation bath fet forth fiately Teftimonies of the efter which they bave all had of this Art. The Jews much 
boaft of the Temple of Great Solomon: The Aflyrians their Babylon: The Egyptians talk much of their Pyramides = 
The Greeks of the famous Temples which they built for the memory of their Goddi, Rhodes boafteth of its great 
Coloffus: Rome fetteth before our eyes its Temples, its Ampitheaters, its Arches of Tryumph, and its thoufand 
fiately Palaces, which makes us fall to admire its former gréatnefs. I rill end with our felvess and without meiitioning 
innumerable particular Houfes,which are as maiiy Palaces comparable to thofe of Anitquity: I mill fay that the Louvre

Fu Work faerweth the care be hath 
ufed therein, the ewatt jufinefi hebath given to the Meafures of his Columns the excellency of the moft fitting Ornaments 
and of the leaft particularities he hath obferved in the Box ies, and in every Member thereof, might make his Work to 
pafs fora Miracle, if Strangers had not foreftalled our Contemplation with that which they have written upon this Sub- 
pets Let homfiever the Work, ts altogether new, fecing it bath nat hitherto, been publifved s and vhofe skelful Architetts 
to whom I have foewed it, have made me highly eltcem thereof.

Archirraves Friefe, and Cormfkes; where each of them bave fludied how they might add the more comelinef: thereto. And 
becaufe that the meafures which they have cbferved are different, I fuppofed that if I [hould make to appear, in an Ab= 
firaét at the end of the Book, a brief of the Refolutton of each of them, I foould beableto give fome light to them which 
have not the whole knowledge thereof, and particularly to thofe which have not alwayes at hand the Works of thofe divers

T have Compofed a brief Infiruttion at the end of the feventh Chapter of this Book, which direéteth tothe forefatd lat- 
ter Plates, wheretbeir Meafures are alfo defevtbed on the fide of each Column,with a Scale of the models and parts which 
the Architetls have ufedin meafiring them, that I might fhew more diflinttly all that dependeth thereon: for [know well» 
that when there is need of turning over a leaf to feck the inftruttion that as intended by fome Figure or Letter-fignifica- 
tion, one may be fotroubled, that they can hardly find that which they had before their eyes ; This alfo bath caufed me to 
havethe proportion of the Columns of thes Book printed in one leafe, ina fmall fixe, that nothing thereof might be cut 
off, and that thereby might be feen altogether the whole Column in its proportion, And fomuch for that which concern- 
eth the Augmentations of thes Book, 

But not to deprive them of the Glory to whom it is due, we are to know that Monfieur de Mauclerc hath followed the 
great Vitruvius 5 and that all which he hath written thereof, and brought into defign, is nothing but a faithful demon- 
firation of that wbich this chtefeft of Archntells hath difcourfed thereon: He hath bent himfelf wholly to illuftrate his Pre- 
cepts s He hath kept, throughout all, the pufinefs of his Rules s and, neither diminifhing nor adding any thing to his 
Infiruttions, he hath ufed chem as the moft folid Foundation he could build his Enterprize upon. .

To make the Practice and ufe of the Members of the faid Column here above particularized,more eafie to the Reader and 
Workman that is curious, exactly to obferve the Meafures and Proportions which ought to be keptshe {hall find hereafter in 
a great Proportion, a Pedeftal noted in the middle with Y: And in the other part of the leaf, on the other fide of the faid 
Pedeftal, a Bafis and Capital of proportion agreeable to the greatnefs of the {aid Pedeftal,noted Z. Above the which Capi- 
talis the half of che Ichnography or plain of the fame, from the which the Workman tay be able to draw as much benefit 
as if it were compleated, the which could not be made, in refpect of the bignefs of the Plate upon the which the faid Bafe 
and Capital are engraven. There follows in two other pages, two forts of Architrave, Friefeand Cornifh, likewifein a 
great proportion adorned with enrichments neceffary, according to the Antiquity of the Dorick. Order, whereof one of the 
faid Portratures, containing the Architrave, Friefe and Cornifh, is noted in the faid Friefe in the midit A A 5 where one 
may fee defigned in {mall, all the Ornaments of the faid Friefe : and the other over againftit, noted BB; where one may 
fee likewsfe defigned in {mall, the under props of the faid Cornifhes, which in refpeét of the incapacity of the Plate,could 
not be fet there in their juft proportion. “Thole which would make ufe thereof, may reduce them together as is fitting. 


The Antiquity of the Dorick Column, being the fecond in Order, 


f S for the Original and Antiquity of the faid Dorick Column, and of the firft Buildings that have been adorned there2 
with, Ithought it fitting to make mention in this Chapter, for to cafe the Curious Reader of the labour of reading 
other Authors which have written thereof. Amoneft the reft, the moft excellent Vitruvius, in the firft Chapter of 
uth Book,where he writeth, that the faid Dorick Column, is the firft and antienteft of all others. The which was firft 
invented by a Princenamed Doras, Lord of Achaiaand Peloponefus in Greece. The faid Dorus built firft, by an occafional 
chance, a Temple of hic farm in rho City nf degery and after vavde arhere like in many other Towns of thesfaid Countrey, 
the Symmetry, Proportion and Compartition of the Meafures, being not then as yet found out. But afterwards thofe of 
Athens, with their Captain Ton, Son of Xanthusy making War in Afa, conquered the Countrey of (aria, and named it 
Ionia, according tothe name of the faid Jon5 and having begun to build Temples to their Godds, they built the firft to 
Apollo, after the likenels and fathion of thofe which they had feen in Achaiae And the faid Temple of :Apollo was by thers 
named Dorick, becaufe that they had feen fuch like in the Countrey of Doria ; but when'as they would in the faid Tem- 
ple, place and erect the Pillars; they found not any Proportion, Meafure, nor Symetry certain; and feeking a means to 
make fuch as might bear a great weight, and neverthelefs be pleafant to behold, they took their Dimenfions upon the foat 
ofa Man, which they found to be the fixth part of him, which they tranfported and appropriated to the faid Column, in 
fuch manner as the body of it wasby them lifted up fix times the Diameter of the body of it below, containing therein its 
Capital. Thusthe Derick, Column took at firft its Proportion and Meafure according to the bignefs and flrong ftature of 
aMan. Accordingly the Edifices and Buildings after a manner pleafing to behold, both firm and ftrong, to the which 
afterwards, for the greater plealtire, hath been added a Diameter more by thofe of Modern times, which are {even Diame- 
ters, leaving the fix for the height ofthe Tufcan, being the thickeft and ftrongeft of the Columns.

O vention of the Column called the Compofite, and it is more flender then the Corinthian, for it is 
compofed of the three forefaid kind of Columns joyntly put together ina good proportion of ten Di- 
ameters of height, as it appeareth by the Pourtracts of them hereafter fet forth. 

For the benefit of Workmen, asis aforefaid, that have only the practice of the Rule and Compaffes, 
they may obferve the two Perpendicular Lines on each fide the Column which is finifhed,the one noted 
R. S. the other I, V, each of them being divided into 30 equal parts, fuppofing one of thofe parts to be 
afoot, and each foot to have 12 inches, asis afore faid in the latter part of the Tu/can Chapter 3 the fe- 
veral divifions which each Order doth allow,mutt be obferved s as the lines on each fide the Tu/can Co- 
lumn are divided in 10 parts, the Dorich into rs, the Tonick with its Pedeftal into 20, the (orznthian 
with the Pedeftal 25,and this prefent Compojite Ordet into 30, as aforefaid ; fo obferving the Rules that 
the Author hath fet downat the latter part of the Tu/can Order, he may ufe the fame in all the reit.

W* mult now {peak of Spaces which Scamozz?, Palladio, and Vignola have obferved between the 
| Columns, and for the Portals, Gates, and Arches, for the which they have refolyed upon a mea- 
fare neceffary for their perfection : and that I may not be tedious, I will difcourfe but of one fort, 
therefore I trean that of Palladio,for that I have applyed my defign thereunto for its variety s begining 
then with the Tu/éan Order, where he nameth his meafure a Module,inftead of which our French Archi- 
reéts have given ic the name of a Foot by the Standard « Neverthelefs the one cometh home to the o- 
ther; forit thar lawful foot be divided into 12 inches or parts, and one part into 12 points, ic is for the 
better to find oucthe fmalleft divifions of the leaft Fillets: and the Modale of Palladiois divided into 
fixty minutes, which meaneth fo many parts, as likewife ignola nameth parts of the Module ; and all 
tothe fame end, to find the better the faid divifions. Scamozxé nameth it alfo a Module divided into fix- 
ty mines 5 whereby it muft be noted, that he which would allow the proportion'to a Column, ought 
to ufe thar meafure which the Order which he would follow hath ufed to compafs it, 1. Palladiohath

I thall not difcourfe here of the divers Proportions which the Archireéts here above named have given to the five Or- 
ders of Columns, and whereof the defign and Profiles of Columns that are reprefented in feveral Prints at the end of the 
Book, becaufe that upon them the faid Proportions are defcribed in brief ; the which I believe might be fufficiently intel_ 
ligible for thofe which thall allow themfelves the leafure to read the feven Chapters contained in this Book with atten- 
tion, which fhall furnith them-with the opening and knowledge of the proper names and words particularly ufed in Ar- 
chiteGture, without the knowledge of which itis very hard co underftand it well. There are Rulesalfo for diminifhing 
of Columns; Likewife how to make the wreathed Column of Vignola, tranflated out of Jtalian into French, and out 
of Erench into Englifh: Likewifle you may be fatisfied that you ave inthis Book the Meafures and Proportions of 7~ 
rruvins exactly 3 and you may fee at the end of the Book, thofe of the moft famous Modern Italian Architedts, where it 
feemeth to methat there is all that ane can defire that would Icarn ArchiteCture 5 the others being but weak imitaters of 
thefe, will never have much authority. 
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
